After that, it was 
occasional as heretofore. The roar of cannon 
and mortars was distinctly heard at Tipton- 
ville, and even as far north as Columbus. 

We have no news direct from the fleet 
since, but it is fair to presume that the fntel- 
ligence of the fall of New Oricans, which 
reached them just before the ball opened was 
the signal for active operations. From the 
best information at hand, I am confident that 
within a weck Commoagore Foote wil! anchor 
his fleet abreast of the city of Memphis 

On Monday the officer in command at Hick- 
man sent out three companies of cavalry, ten 
miles beyond Union City, to make arecon- 
nolsance. There were no troops to be seen, 
and excepting the discovery of an immense 
number of Union men, no important resalts 
were attained. According to reports broaght 
back by officers, one would Imagine that 
citizens thereabouts had never heard of the 
secession of Tennessee. They found an 
alarming scarcity of provisions, everything 
eatable being required for the use*of the army 
at Corinth, ‘from whence foraging parties had 
come as far north as Union City.. Bacon was 
selling at thirty cents a pound, and potatoes 
four dollars per bushel.

CHICAGO RECLAIMING 
HER DEAD. 


Return of the Committee from 
Pittsburg Landing. 


[Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribune.) 
Camo, April 1862. 

The Chicago Citizens’. Comittee, sent to 
Pitteburg Landing to obtain the bodies of th¢ 
Chicago killed at the recent battle, arrived’ 
here this evening on the steamer W. L. Ew- 
ing.

The Ohic Megiments at Pittsburg. — 

The first reports from Pittsburg did great 
injustice to certain Ohio re iments, casting 
upon the mena degree of odjum that be- 
longed alone to .their officers. It was stated 
that the 53d, Col. Appler: the Tist, Col. 
Mason; and the 77th, Lieut. Col. De Huss,— 
showed cowsrdice and :an from before the 
cnemy, leaving the artillery of their division 
unprotected. From the officta! reports it now 
eppears that the Sod was sfitioned on the 
Corinth road ome half « mile in advance of 
Gen. Prentiss’ head quarters, and one fourth 
of a mile distant from any supporting troops. 
The impetuous charge of the enemy at early 
worn—the charge indeed that swept across 
the entire camp, taking al! by surprise,—was 
resisted as well as it could be by the Sid, 
who formed in line of battle and fred two 
rounds. According toa specch which Gen. 
Sherman made to this cowmand the day after 
the baile, te. segiments of rebel infant ry at. 
tacked the position held by the Sad. At the 
time of the attack the regiment consisted of 
about 450 effective men—two companies belag 
dutached for other duty. The boys of the 534 
were holding on with all steadiness, falling back 
to their support, when they saw their Col 
(Jéseé J. Appler) stricken with a panic, and 
the example being set they followed him ona 
run towerd the river. Col. Appler was not seon 
at all that day or on Monday, but his men, so 
far from being demoralized by bis bad example, 
formed in the rear ot the 18th Iilinois, coa- 
tinued in the battle a)] day Sunday, and were 
under arms as part of the reserve on Mooday. 

The Tist was equally unfortunate in its 
commanding officer—Co]. Rodney Mason. At 
the very first fire of the enemy he left the 
field and was not seen by his regiment during 
the battle. Lieut. Col. Kyle was soon after 
shot dead in the presence of bis troops. His 
death left the regiment without a commander, 
and it fil into confusion. So far trom being 
cowards, this regiment too voluntarily re- 
formed ite "mes amd was under arms duriag 
both deye.
